Grading Standards have been 
a problem to our hobby and I 
would like to offer a few com- 
ments and suggestions to our 
readers to help them enjoy this 
hobby. There is no law stating 
one cannot grade his coins as he 
pleases. Should you be offered a 
coin as say fine and in your opin- 
ion it is only V.G. either reject 
or accept it. There is also no law 
stating you must accept it. If 
you accept don’t try to sell it as 
Fine. 

The numismatic hobby has 
through the years set up a stand- 
ard guide of grading for the con- 
venience of the hobbyist to go by, 
which I might add is a good sys- 
tem and should be abided by. Our 
advertisers and readers are asked 
to comply with our standards and 
those used by the leading guide 
books. 


Every few issues we _ publish 
our General Rules and Informa- 
tion column, which contains grad- 
ing information - helpful items 
for your guidance. 

We will, whenever time and 
space permits, insert photos and 
items of grading to this problem. 
The Grade listing of X.F.-A.U. 
can be confusing, and at times

when classified, only one or the 
other should be used. A.U. means 
About Uncirculated, meaning it 
is uncirculated, but has rubbing, 
or slight worn spot or being cir- 
culated for a short time but re- 
taining most of its lustre. X.F. 
meaning (extra Fine) is a circu- 
lated coin but has little or no 
wear and no mint lustre. Some 
coins sold as X.F. may contain 
some lustre, it is here that con- 
flict begins. Many collectors when 
purchasing coins X.F. expect the 
coin to contain some luster. Many 
early dated coins, for example 
copper lost their luster but are 
brown or discolored dark. Many 
others are classed as Brown Unc. 
with no luster which is correct. 
Therefore an X.F. coin need not 
have luster. Many times a dealer 
sells a coin in a condition better 
than offered or  as_ stated, 
or as complimentary; because of 
having a large quantity or be- 
cause he ran short but wished to 
fill the order. This could mislead 
the collector, especially if he is 
a beginner. There are many early 
proof coins having no luster but 
are genuine proofs. 

The early large cents is a good 
point, being pure copper it oxidizes 
quicker then a silver coin, it 
could easily be misstruck, due to 
the soft metal and defective die, 
making it appear as wear and 
yet be fine, but appearing as good 
or V.G. For this reason it is next 
to impossible to find a complete 
set of large cents in uncirculated 
condition. 


The A.U. classification is a new 
listing used by dealers in recent 
years to further describe their 
coins and has eventually been in 
use by all. 

The question of Uncirculated 
occasionally has come up. 
Many unc. coins may loose some 
of their brilliance but are still 
unc. A Gem Une. coin is worth 
more than an unc. A dealer may 
let a Gem coin go at the price of 
an unc. due to the same circum- 
stances stated in the previous par- 
agraph and again mislead the 
buyer who in turn may reject a 
purchase which is unc. but expects 
a gem. Of course more power to 
them if they can strike up a good 
deal. A Gem coin is unusually 
well struck. Usually they are the 
first pieces struck from a die used 
in striking proofs.
